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400 staff 
rush for 
exit door 
at council 

MORE than 400 workers at 
Dudley Council have applied 
to take voluntary redun¬ 
dancy over the next year - 
double the number that will 
actually leave. 

Council bosses have 
launched the second year of 
a redundancy programme 
which will see around 200 
positions go by April 2013. 

But the council revealed a 
total of 405 people have 
come forward and some 
applications may have to be 
refused. The redundancies 
are part of overall cost cut¬ 
ting plans totalling £30mil- 
lion over three years. Union 
chiefs in Dudley said uncer¬ 
tainty over pension reforms 
and low morale in the public 
sector was leading to 
employees wanting to leave. 

Following an announce¬ 
ment last January, the local 
authority has already shed 
more than 400jobs as part of 
a bid to save £22m. The 
move is part of wider plans 
to axe 800 jobs over the next 
three years. 

Of the 405 requests for 
redundancy, 54 have been 
approved. Staff started leav¬ 
ing in December and will 
continue over the coming 
months. Some 67 applica¬ 
tions have also been made 
for flexible retirement and 
reduction of working hours. 

A year ago, more than 
1,100 staff applied for 
redundancy and 535 were 
turned down. 

Superbug 
cases drop 

THE NUMBER of cases of 
superbug C-diff reported at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital have fallen, health 
bosses have said. There were 
99 cases were logged 
between April and the begin¬ 
ning of December last year.

A CONMAN cashed in on a computer glitch 
to rake in thousands of pounds from Experi¬ 
ence Days sold at WHSmith, a court heard. 

Alex Cooper, who was jailed for eight 
month, saw the flaw that let him swap cheap 
deals for far more expensive ones. The 26- 
year-old, of Netherton, then sold them cut- 
price on ebay and pocketed the extra cash. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting, said Cooper 
ran the racket for two years until being 
rumbled last June. He had been involved in 
77 fraudulent transactions worth £19,200. 
No figure was given for what he made. 

Cooper, of Stadium End Drive, got 25- 
year-old friend Clive Cheshire to provide 
extra names of relatives and new PayPal 
accounts in a bid to cover up the crime. 

Cooper and Cheshire, of Fairway Avenue, 
Dudley, admitted conspiracy to commit 
fraud. Cheshire received a community order 
with 200 hours of unpaid work, a three- 
month night-time tagged curfew and was 
ordered to pay £600 costs. 

Unemployed Cooper bought a cheap 
“experience” from WH Smith before ille¬ 
gally swapping them for a voucher for 
breaks worth more than £200. He admitted 
sampling six of the experiences and auc¬ 
tioning off the rest on the internet. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending him at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court, said: “He 
simply took advantage of a computer system 
that was flawed but did not make a vast 
amount of money.”

But Judge John Wait was persuaded not 
to jail McDonald, of Smethwick, at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on Tuesday after 
being told about the lack of complexity in 
his operation and how McDonald had co¬ 
operated with investigators. 

“You are 25 and, I suspect, part of a gen¬ 
eration that does not realise the serious¬ 
ness of what you did,” said the judge. 

“You now know, from the extensive 
investigation that has had to take place as 
a result of your conduct, that it is regarded 
as a very serious.” 

The judge added: “You are not somebody 
who carried out the operation on a sophis¬ 
ticated scale, you have no previous convic¬ 
tions, and you come from a good home.” 

McDonald, who lives with his elderly 
mother in Clent View, Smethwick, and 
works at Asda, in Cape Hill, advertised his 
services through www.monsterbackups. 
com from May 2008 to March 2010.

He was caught after a trading standards 
officer posing as a customer paid him £30 to 
modify an Xbox and £20 for five fake games. 

A warrant was served and his modifying 
equipment and fake games were seized. 

McDonald pleaded guilty to 28 counter¬ 
feiting offences. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting, said 
McDonald’s net profit had been calculated 
as being £38,845 and he had assets to the 
value of £11,000. 

“In the scheme of these sort of cases, it 
was a relatively unsophisticated operation. 
The games were made to order,” Mr Jack- 
son told the judge. 

Mr Jas Mann, in mitigation, highlighted 
his client’s previous clean record and his 
willingness to cooperate with investigators. 

McDonald was made subject to a curfew 
that prevents him leaving his home on Fri¬ 
day and Saturday nights. 

A Proceeds of Crime hearing to decide 
how much needs to be paid back is due to 
take place at a later date.

The price 
of school 
meals to 
increase 

THOUSANDS of families 
will pay more for school 
meals under price rises just 
announced. 

Council chiefs in Dudley 
have said they will increase 
the cost of primary school 
dinners by five pence a day. 

Costs will go up from 
£1.80 to £1.85 a day in Dud¬ 
ley. 

Bosses in Walsall said the- 
cost would go up from £1.85 
to £1.90. Wolverhampton 
and Sandwell said they were 
still reviewing prices. 

In Staffordshire the cost 
of secondary dinners is £2.20 
and primaries £2.10. Prices 
were frozen last year but are 
to be reviewed in April. 

Dudley Council said its 
new prices are being intro¬ 
duced to cover the rising cost 
of food and fuel bills. 

The authority said it has 
seen a rise in the number of 
students having school 
meals. 

The cost of food at sec¬ 
ondary schools in the bor¬ 
ough is also set to rise by 
three per cent. And the price 
of an adult meal for staff at 
primary schools will go up by 
5p from £2.85 to £2.90 when 
the increases are introduced 
on April 16. 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, Councillor 
Liz Walker, said in a report: 
“Meal uptake in 2010/11 saw 
a 1.4 per cent increase, and 
year to date these numbers 
have been maintained num¬ 
bers, despite the current cli¬ 
mate.”

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£33,000 con gang pair spared prison 


TWO Dudley crooks who were part 
of a fraud that led to more than 
£33,000 being swindled from the 
Government’s crisis loan scheme 
have been spared immediate jail. 

The con saw a gang of 11 take 
cash from money set aside for people 
hit by an emergency or disaster. 

The Department for Work and 
Pensions makes interest-free loan 
payments of up to £440. But crimi¬ 
nals forged fake tenancy documents, 


created fake landlords and made a 
series of fraudulent applications. 

Ryan Henry, 28, of Priory Road, 
and Neil Bell, 37, of Watsons Close, 
were given 12-month jail terms sus¬ 
pended for 18 months at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. The court 
previously heard the pair’s names 
had been found on applications. 

Sandra Wheldon, 30, of Leasowes 
Road, Tipton, received a 12-month 
community order including a super¬ 


vision requirement. She pretended 
to be a landlord to help acquire 
loans, the court was told. 

Her partner, who the mother-of- 
one lived with, was also part of the 
gang and had already been sen¬ 
tenced, along with seven others. All 
admitted conspiracy to defraud. 

In scores of fake applications, the 
gang provided addresses of innocent 
people in Sandwell and Dudley and 
pretending they were set to move in 


to their properties. Investigators 
used voice recognition technology 
and covert surveillance to help end 
the racket which pocketed £33,518 
with 84 applications between Octo¬ 
ber 2010 and last July. 

Matthew Warren, aged 25, of St 
John’s Road, Dudley, had already 
been given a 16-month jail term for 
his role as the “head” of the racket.

Shock for traders as 
pavement is dug up 


TRADERS in Brierley Hill High street were left 
“stunned” when workers turned up unan¬ 
nounced and started digging up part of the 
pavement in front of their premises. 

Dudley Council is install¬ 
ing cables for traffic lights in 
until January 29. 

But Rob Mantle, owner of 
Coffee Uno and the neigh¬ 
bouring BHF Florists, said 
traders had no idea the work 
was planned and are com¬ 
plaining they now face 
weeks of disruption. 

The works will gradually 
move along the road as 
underground cables are 
replaced. Businesses said 
there was no space for deliv¬ 
ery vans to park outside 
while work is carried out. 

And they feared cus¬ 
tomers will be put off by the 
works going on outside. 

Mr Mantle, aged 59, said: 
“We haven’t got a back 
entrance so we have to take 
deliveries at the front. 

“Our floristry business is 
90 per cent deliveries so we 
rely on there being room to 
park on the front.

“I don’t blame the work¬ 
ers but it would have surely 
been good practice for the 
council to let us know in 
advance. I was stunned - it 
was a total shock.” 

Adams Carpets owner 
Mahmood Ahmed, 40, said 
customers were struggling 
to park to load their cars. 

He said: “It’s going to 
drive customers away - they 
are complaining and it is 
making life really difficult.” 

Councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley, cabinet member for 
transportation, said work 
should be over by the end of 
January. 

“A clear pathway for 
pedestrians should always 
be maintained during this 
work and if any footpath clo¬ 
sure had been necessary 
notices would have been 
sent to all local premises,” 
he said. 


Electronics 
store shuts 
after firm 
loses £46m 


BEST BUY has finally 
closed its store at Dudley’s 
Merry Hill Centre after 
throwing in the towel in its 
battle to shake up the elec¬ 
tronics market in the UK 
and attract new customers. 

The branch of one was 11 
shops created after mobile 
phone retailer Carphone 
Warehouse joined forces 
with US group Best Buy in 
May 2008 in a bid to take 
on electronics giants such 
as Dixons Retail. 

But after losses of £46.7 
million in the six months to 
September, the £1.1 billion 
joint venture was forced to 
admit that its attempt to 
blend competitive prices 
and American-style cus¬ 
tomer service had failed to 
woo UK shoppers. 

Best Buy Europe said it 
was confident that it would 
be able to “redeploy” its 
1,100 Best Buy employees 
elsewhere in its Carphone 
Warehouse or technical 
support business Geek 
Squad, and claimed the 
relationship between Car¬ 
phone Warehouse and Best 
Buy remained “very 
strong”. 

A spokesman said: “We 
remain committed to work¬ 
ing with our Best Buy 
employees to ensure they 
find suitable positions 
within other areas of our 
business. 


Hothouse comfort for snails

A COLLECTION of giant African land 
snails are being kept out of the cold at Dud¬ 
ley Zoo. Senior keeper Lesley Lewis has 
transferred four snails to a warmer climate 
in the boiler room beneath the zoo offices. 

They are now keeping warm in a tank 
where they are eating lettuce and cucumber 
until the temperatures outside increase in 
the spring. Mrs Lewis owns four of the mega 
molluscs and the largest, named Corris, is 


about the size of a human hand. “When the 
weather gets colder, the snails need more 
warmth in order to stay active. They are 
now situated on top of the boiler in the base¬ 
ment, where they are happily eating lettuce 
and cucumber in their tank,” she said. 

The species is believed to be native to the 
West Africa coasts of Sierra Leone, Liberia, 
Ivory Coast and Nigeria. The shells often 
grow to 18cm with a diameter of 9cm.

Crown Centre by the end of 
the year. 

“As an authority we take 
sustainability issues very 
seriously and we are confi¬ 
dent that by offering electric 
car points we will enable 
more people to drive electric 
vehicles while bringing in 
more trade from those who 
already use them,” said 
Councillor Harley.

“I think that this is an 
important move because we 
all know that households are 
struggling with the costs of 
petrol and you do have to 
look around for the cheapest 
places for fuel,” added coun¬ 
cillor Harley. 

“This can be an incentive 
to look at alternatives like 
electric cars and although 
they may be more expensive 
initially there are savings to 
be made. 

“The Stourbridge points 
will not be in until later in 
the year due to the develop¬ 
ment plans.”

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Death threats a part of 
life for Pern missionary 


A FULL-TIME job with daily expo¬ 
sure to the sights, sounds and 
smells of abject poverty - and all 
for no pay - is certainly not every¬ 
one’s ideal career. 

But former West Midlands teacher Mar¬ 
garet Saunderson has stuck at her role as a 
Christian missionary to some of Peru’s 
shanty towns. 

The 60-year-old has braved terrorism, 
drug-trafficking criminals and a personal 
death threat over the last 30 years. 

And her reward is seeing the transforma¬ 
tion she and her colleagues in the Latin 
Link charity help to achieve. 

Families progress from bamboo shelters 
to plywood shacks with corrugated roofs 
and, maybe, ultimately a brick-built home. 

“You look and wonder how people could 
possibly live in such conditions but they 
come out of their shacks in clean, beauti¬ 
fully pressed clothes, and they don’t look 
bedraggled,” said Margaret, who taught 
languages at Kinver’s Edgecliff Secondary 
School from 1974 to 1979. 

Malnourished 

Margaret lives in a flat in the Peruvian 
capital Lima, near desert hillside shanty 
towns such as Villa Salvador and La 
Tablada, where she has helped to establish 
feeding programmes for malnourished 
children, found outlets to sell cottage 
industry goods and held health clinics with 
visiting doctors. 

She has helped to improve the quality of 
life for thousands of families, and guided 
them spiritually, if they wish, to Christian¬ 
ity. 

Margaret, who returns to Peru this 
month after a five-month return to 
England, was inspired to devote her life to 
missionary work by TV documentaries. 

By the early 1990s many missionary 
projects in Peru folded against a growing 
tide of civil unrest. 

Times are less turbulent now, although 
there are still parts of Lima where cocaine 
trafficking and murders are rife.

Residents are asking Dudley Council to 
place bollards at the lane’s entrance to the 
lane to stop vehicles but is unadopted and 
not under the jurisdiction of any authority. 

John Palmer, 68, who lives near the site, 
said: “The situation has got worse over the 
past few years. This used to be a nice short¬ 
cut but now it is in an appalling condition. 

“The latest rubbish to be dumped there is 
absolutely vile. Part of the waste has started 
rotting and the smell is just horrible. We 
hope something can be done about it. ” 

Dudley Councillor David Stanley said: 
“People who dump rubbish are not only 
breaking the law they are causing a blot on 
the landscape and leaving the taxpayer out 
of pocket.”

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Passenger numbers set to 
double with larger rail cars 


DOUBLE the number of passengers 
will be able to travel on a Stourbridge 
rail line under £1.7 million plans to 
introduce larger rail cars. 

New 120-seater rail cars, costing around 
£850,000 each, will be introduced on the Stour¬ 
bridge town branch line later this year. 

Bosses have said they were hopeful the rail 
cars would run on the line following the 
opening of the new £7m Stourbridge Bus 
Station nearby. 

More than one million passengers have trav¬ 
elled on the service since the gas-powered rail 
cars replaced diesel trains on the line three 


years ago. The service is operated by Parry 
People Movers Ltd, which is based in Cradley 
Heath. 

Executive chairman John Parry MBE today 
said the present 60-seater rail cars on the 
Stourbridge Town branch line have reached 
capacity. “We have pushed our service to the 
limit of its frequency at the current time so the 
best way to expand is to double the size of our 
rail cars,” he said. 

Popular 

“Local train services are so popular at the 
moment and are bursting at the seams. 

“It has been a knock- on effect of high parking 


costs in the centres of towns that more people 
are turning to local train services.” 

Mr Parry said he hoped up to three new rail- 
cars would be needed on the line. 

The branch line runs from Stourbridge Town 
to Stourbridge Junction stations to link up with 
main line services to London, Birmingham and 
Worcester. 

It is hoped the new railcars, which will be 
twice the size of the present Class 139 version, 
would be able to operate six return services an 
hour on the line. The firm has already 
announced £5m plans to open a second passen¬ 
ger line on an existing freight railway between 
Brier ley Hill and Stourbridge.

Present traders ‘not 
considered’ in plans 


A BLUEPRINT for parking across Dudley 
has been branded “disappointing” by 
traders. 

They say it is geared towards new devel¬ 
opments rather than existing homes and 
businesses. 

Dudley Council has released a draft of its 
parking standards document and is urging 
residents and shop owners to comment on 
the plans. The proposals will determine the 
level of parking to be created at new housing 
and business developments in the future. 

But traders claim they were concerned 
the document did not sufficiently address 
how parking could be improved for existing 
sites within town centres in the borough. 

Trader Alan Caswell, who runs the 
Arcade Toyshop in Dudley town centre, 
said: “I have looked at the document, and it 


does seem to be geared towards future 
developments rather than how things can 
be made better for existing places in the 
town.” 

Mr Caswell, who has long campaigned for 
more parking in Dudley, said he still hoped 
places such as Stone Street Square would be 
considered as a place for spaces in the 
future. The consultation on the new docu¬ 
ment will run until February 20. New 
cycling bays and disabled parking require¬ 
ments will also be considered.

Big freeze brings out the 
best from Black Country 


Fiona Carding of the Black Country 
Living Museum, Dudley looks back 
to the Big Freeze of 1963 

NEW YEAR 2012 saw 
unseasonably hot weather 
sizzling across the UK and 
some parts of the country 
reached temperatures 
higher than Spain. 

It was, however, a very different 
story in January 1963 when the 
country endured “The Big Freeze” 
and one of the coldest winters on 
record. 

Temperatures plummeted and 
rivers froze as blizzard conditions 
swept across the country. Three 
feet deep snow drifts caused chaos 
blocking roads and railways across 
the Black Country. Snow drifts of 
up to 22ft high brought much of the 
South West and Wales to a stand¬ 
still and in Kent a mile stretch of 
sea turned to ice. 

Margaret Millington from 
Coseley said: “I can remember it 
being so cold that the canal in 



Upper Church Lane, Tipton froze 
over. My teenage friends skated on 
it like an ice rink and enjoyed 
sliding up and down. 

“You took your life in your hands 
just walking to work as the paths 
were so dangerous. The gritters 
were simple open lorries with a 
couple of men shoveling salt and 
grit onto the road. 

Slipping 

“Houses still had open fires in 
those days and ash would also be 
spread over the ground to stop 
people slipping.” 

Walsall and Wolverhampton 
depended on supplies of coal from 
mines on Cannock Chase in 
Staffordshire and disruption 
caused an upsurge in sales of elec¬ 
tric fires. 

Warming food like rabbit stew, 
broths and soups kept the cold at 


bay and people wrapped up in thick 
coat and boots. Les Millington said: 
“My brother-in-law worked for the 
council and would be up at 3am to 
do the gritting. I can remember him 
leaving the house dressed in long 
Johns with two pairs of trousers 
over the top to keep out the cold.” 

Milk was frozen in the bottles on 
the doorsteps and would often 
freeze in the house as there was no 
central heating. 

People would snuggle up by the 
fire or go to bed early to keep warm 
and save coal. The more well off 
your were the more you could 
afford to stockpile coal which would 
last you through the bitter winter. 

If you depended upon a weekly 
wage however, your coal supplies 
would probably run out within a 
week. 

One thing however, remains the 
same today as it always was. 

The vagaries of the weather 
brings out the best of British as 
people, both past and present, pull 
together in the face of the Great 
British winter.

THESE pictures are the first 
glimpse of how a multi-million 
pound light rail network between 
Brierley Hill and Stourbridge 
could look under new plans. 

They were released as bosses revealed 
work could start within the next two years, 
creating dozens of jobs. Three metro-style 
stations would be built as part of the £5 
million project to run passenger railcars on 
a four-mile section of an existing freight 
line. Passengers would be able to catch the 
railcars from The Waterfront, in Brierley 
Hill. 

Railcars would then stop at a newly 
reopened Brierley Hill town railway station, 
off Station Road, which has been shut for 
more than 60 years. 

A stop would be built near Corbett Hospi¬ 
tal, Amblecote, before railcars travel on to 
Stourbridge Junction to connect up with 
main line services to London, Worcester and 
Birmingham. 

Principle 

Cradley Heath based-firm Parry People 
Movers has attracted £lm in principle from 
the Government’s Regional Growth Fund 
to kick-start the project. 

The firm already runs the branch line 
between Stourbridge Town and Junction 
stations. 

The cash allows the firm to begin research 
and development into the plans to evaluate 
the existing infrastructure like the tracks 
and help develop new vehicles for the line. 

Further funding will involve a leasing 
company putting up around £2.5m for the 
cost of the buying three new trains. 

Executive chairman John Parry said it 
was great news for the company and the 
Black Country. 

New jobs including drivers, cleaners and 
maintenance workers will be needed if the 
proposals become a reality. 

“This is the biggest news for the company 
for a long time and we are delighted to be 
working on this project,” he said.

Second meeting to look 
into extra gipsy sites 


A SECOND consultation into 
plans for new gipsy and travellers’ 
pitches in Wyre Forest is set to 
start next month, if councillors 
agree to consider four extra sites. 

The district council says it needs to iden¬ 
tify 43 more pitches for gipsies and travellers 
by 2022, as well as a site for travelling show 
people. Seven potential sites in the district 
were considered in a public consultation 
process in November. But four of the sites 
were thrown out after councillors ruled that 
they were not deemed to be suitable. 

Now council officers have put forward 
four additional sites, which are all in Stour- 
port, as possible locations for new pitches. 

They will be discussed by councillors at a 
meeting later this month. If councillors 
support the proposals, a consultation will 
run in February and March. 

Permission 

At the meeting members will discuss 
whether to turn temporary permission for 
eight pitches at The Gatehouse site in Sandy 
Lane into a permanent camp. The panel will 
also discuss having six pitches on another 
Sandy Lane plot and one in Broach Road. 

Land off Wilden Lane’s industrial estate is 
also proposed to house the “cold season” site 
for the Jennings funfair family, due to move 
from its current base in Long Bank, 
Bewdley. Following the earlier public consul¬ 
tation, sites at Saiwen and Nunn’s Corner in 
Sandy Lane and Gables Yard, Broach Road, 
have been approved by councillors. The 
newly-proposed sites will be discussed by 
Wyre Forest’s scrutiny committee on 
January 30 at 6pm in Stourport Civic Hall.

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Cash deadline in battle 
to save town fire station 


CAMPAIGNERS have just six weeks to 
raise £10,000 to fund a legal bid to overturn 
plans which would close Halesowen fire 
station and axe a 24-hour crew. 

They are now appealing to local busi¬ 
nesses and residents to help their fight, 
which could end up costing the campaign¬ 
ers tens of thousands. 

A judicial review is being launched over 
the decision to shut the fire station and cut 
the 24-hour crew which also serves Cradley 
Heath. But protesters need to pay solicitors 
a £10,000 deposit and submit papers to the 
High Court by February 28 - within three 


months of the original decision being made. 

It is estimated that up to £40,000 needs 
to be raised to fund the case. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris is working with the Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath Fire Station Action Group, 
including business and community leaders. 

The group is also looking to organise 
fundraising events. 

Protesters are concerned that the West 
Midlands Fire Authority plans will leave 
the area unprotected, and firefighters said 
the move was a “dark day for the public of 
Halesowen”. 


Work started 
on creating an 
'urban village' 


WORK has begun on the creation of more than 200 homes on a new 
estate - kickstarting a masterplan to transform an ailing area of Kid¬ 
derminster. A total of 223 homes will be built on the Churchfields Busi¬ 
ness Park as part of plans to create an “urban village”. 



The proposals, by Bellway Homes, would see the housing development created in Clens- 
more Street. The plans are for two four-storey blocks of flats, and nine single flats above 
garages, with the remaining 194 units split between detached, semis and terraced homes. 

A total of 49 properties 
are earmarked as “low cost” 
and will be sold to the Wyre 
Forest Community Housing 
Group. 

The Churchfields Busi¬ 
ness Park site was once 
home to Georgian Carpets 
and still is the base for a 
number of factories and 
warehouses. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council wants to regenerate 
the area and create a link 
between that area and the 
heart of the town centre. 

Proposals for the develop¬ 
ment to connect the Horse- 
fair shopping area and town 
centre were first announced 
last year. 

Asda also wants to build a 
new superstore and link 
road nearby but is waiting 
for planning permission. 

The first phase of the 
housing scheme will start 
imminently and Bellway 
expect to open a sales cabin 
during the spring. 

Confidence 

The development 
named Keeper’s Lock, as it 
looks out onto the canal. 
Bellway’s regional manag¬ 
ing director David Camp- 
bell-Kelly said: “Our first 
site in Kidderminster, Hon- 
eybrook has been extremely 
popular, we have every con¬ 
fidence in Keeper’s Lock. 

“The site has been der¬ 
elict for some time and the 
development will enable us 
to return an otherwise 
redundant area back to 
community use. Many resi¬ 
dents have voiced their 
approval.” 

Infrastructure works are 
expected to cost £4.2m and 
will include a traffic lights at 
the Blackwell Street round¬ 
about and a link road 
between Clensmore Street 
and St Mary’s Ringway. 

A new bridge linking 
Clensmore Street with 
Crossley Retail Park, two 
pedestrian bridges to cross 
the canal and general high¬ 
ways works are also 
planned. 


Jenna Johnson now worried about her implants 

A WOMAN from the Black Country says she feels 
“extremely frightened and angry” after finding herself in 
the middle of a health scare over silicone breast implants. 

Jenna Johnson, aged 27, believed she was having saline 
implants fitted when she had an operation privately two 
years ago after losing 8st. 

But she has been horrified to learn they were filled with 
non-medical grade silicone intended for use in mattresses. 
They were manufactured by now-closed French company 
Poly Implant Prostheses (PIP), which has hit the headlines 
after health concerns were raised. The French government 
told women with these implants to have them removed. 

Miss Johnson, of The Infield, Cradley Heath, had her 
operation at The Hospital Group’s Dolan Park cosmetic 
hospital in Bromsgrove. “I believed I had purchased saline 
implants not silicone ones so I’m extremely frightened and 
angry about all of this. I don’t know whether I’ve had a 
rupture so I’m worried about what could happen.” 

The Hospital Group website, dated January 9, said: “The 
latest advice from the department of health continues to be 
there is not sufficient evidence to recommend routine 
removal of PIP implants, women who are concerned should 
speak with their GE”

It’s been a rollercoaster month for Ball 
after he was lined up for a shock crack at 
new British champion Brian Rose. 

Rose and promoter Frank Maloney 
agreed to a voluntary defence - but the 
board and Sky Sports vetoed the proposed 
bout. Ball had already turned down a pro¬ 
posed English title fight with Birmingham’s 


Max Maxwell to hold out for Rose. Maxwell 
has now been picked to face Rose, who he 
knocked out last year, and Ball knows which 
one he would rather face. 

He said: “In my eyes, Max would have 
been a harder fight than Rose, he’s someone 
who has never got to where he should have. 

“He knocked Rose out, yet Rose comes 
back to win the English and British titles, 
that’s the madness of boxing. 

“My fight with Max fell apart because the 
board ordered me to have an eliminator,” 
said Ball. “I am just not getting the opportu¬ 
nities,” he added. 


Day of promise ends with 
another familiar outcome 


THE HAWTHORNS is hardly proving to be home sweet home for 
Albion. A seventh home Premier League defeat this season shows the 
Baggies have yet to eliminate their self-destructive tendencies. 

Recent years have proven their ability to raise fans’ expectations is exceeded only by 
their capacity to shoot themselves in the foot, writes Steve Madeley. 

And so it proved again on Saturday as they allowed another fabulous opportunity to slay 
their Hawthorns demons to slip through their grasp. 


The latest giveaway on home turf showed 
that even wily manager Roy Hodgson’s side 
are not immune from the bad habits that 
bedevilled the teams of Tony Mowbray and 
Roberto Di Matteo. 

Albion played well enough and carved out 
enough clear-cut openings to claim victory 
with something to spare. That they ended 
up with a seventh home league defeat of the 
season highlighted the carelessness that is 
threatening to turn what might have been 
an enjoyable mid-table campaign into 
another tense relegation fight. 

Only Bolton and Blackburn have suffered 
more defeats at home than Hodgson’s men 
this season and no team in the Premier 
League has netted fewer goals than the 
Baggies on their own territory. 

Even allowing for the best away record in 
the bottom half of the division, Hodgson and 
Co cannot expect to climb away from the rel¬ 
egation scrap without improving their for¬ 
tunes at The Hawthorns. 

Fortune 

Yet once more on Saturday, things could 
have been so different. 

There were two fine saves from John 
Ruddy, a moment of good fortune for the 
Canaries keeper and a vital goal-line clear¬ 
ance from former Wolves midfielder Andrew 
Surman to help increase the agony for a 
frustrated home faithful. 

Then there was the all-too-familiar defen¬ 
sive naivety. Both Norwich goals came when 
the visitors sprang from promising Albion 
attacks. 

Hodgson will have been especially upset 
at the nature of Saturday’s defeat. But, as 
Hawthorns regulars will testify, he is not the 
first Albion gaffer of recent times to be frus¬ 
trated by the team’s perennial Achilles heel. 

Sucker-punches brought defeat in a game 
they should have won at home to Wigan and 
losses to Stoke and Everton when draws 
were the least they should have collected. 

And once again at the weekend they were 
architects of their own downfall. First, they

contrived to reach half-time 1-0 behind 
despite a dominant 45-minute display in the 
opening half. 

An early shot from distance by Peter 
Odemwingie was misjudged by a diving 
Ruddy, who saw his half-save rebound onto 
the crossbar. 

A fine move midway through the half 
ended with FA Cup hat-trick hero Simon 
Cox denied superbly by a sprawling Ruddy. 

And a sweet volley from outside the 
penalty area from James Morrison was 
blocked on the line by Surman. 

Only a messy mix-up between Ben Foster 
and Gareth McAuley offered any encourage¬ 
ment for the Canaries, who saw the Baggies 
keeper’s clearance hit Steve Morison and 
trickle against the woodwork. 

Yet two minutes before the break a poor 
touch by Cox saw an Albion attack break 
down in the Norwich box and the visitors 
broke through Simeon Jackson with Wes 
Hoolahan’s eventual cross volleyed home by 
Surman. 

Shane Long’s return from injury as a 
second-half Albion substitute looked set to 
add the finishing touch to their pleasing 
build-up play. First the Irishman drew 
another brave save from Ruddy, then he dis¬ 
patched a cool penalty after Jerome 
Thomas’s dart at goal was blocked by a 
Daniel Ayala lunge that, on another day, 
might have earned the Spaniard a red card. 

At 1-1 the Baggies looked the likeliest 
winners, yet again they surrendered the ini¬ 
tiative as a heavy touch from Youssouf 
Mulumbu marked the end of a promising 
attacking move and the Canaries broke for 
their winner. Grant Holt’s ability to race 
down the Baggies left will have worried 
Hodgson, as will the freedom Morison had to 
head home his cross at the far post. 

Another day of promise had a depress- 
ingly familiar outcome.

Truman's 
chance 
to take 
on champ 

ASTON’S Chris Truman 
has been handed a shot at 
Midlands light welterweight 
champion Dave Ryan at the 
end of March. 

The two will collide at the 
top of the bill for the area 
title at Meadowside Leisure 
Centre, Burton, on March 
31. 

It’s a first title shot for 
“the Trumanator” after 10 
pro outings and represents a 
permanent shift up a weight 
class to light welter. 

Ryan is the favourite but 
Truman could be underesti¬ 
mated, due to a 5ft 5in 
stature which the 27-year- 
old insists belies his 
strength. 

A display of punching 
power led to his first stop¬ 
page win last September, 
three months after he lost 
his undefeated record in one 
round against Lee Jennings.

Guiseppe Daprato can 
testify that Truman has a 
puncher’s chance, after he 
was blown out in five rounds 
at the Tower Ballrooms, 
Birmingham. 

That went some way to 
easing the pain of that col¬ 
lapse to Jennings, but 
Truman insists lessons have 
been learned. 

Baguley would have been 
the biggest scalp of all - and 
Truman insists he won the 
fight. 

He said: “Light welter is 
my natural weight, I feel 
strong. I have never, ever felt 
good boxing at anything 
else. 

“I have had two fights 
since my defeat, so that’s in 
the past now, but it’s defi¬ 
nitely done me good. 

“It’s made me use my 
brain a bit more, instead of 
just throwing shots. I feel 
better, stronger and I look 
bigger now, everyone says 
so.”
